The  arguipent  that  under  a  poUcy  of  unifica- 
Uon  *of  the  ndhray  lyatems  of  this  countqr  un- 
employment would  be  intensified  does  not  hold 
water,  in  view  of  the  explanation  given  by  Sir 
Edwar<f  Bealty  In  his  evldenee  bef ora.tbe  Senate 
Ckimmlttee  inquiring  into  the  railway  problem. 
Sir  Edward  then  said:  "I  may  point  out  the 
arithmetical  fact  that  the  annual  turnover  of 
the  railway  labor  on  ihe  Caxuultet-  Pacific  is 
almost  5  per  cent  Each  year  almost  5  per  cent 
of  our  employees  die,  retire,  seek  other  employ- 
ment, or  leave  the  service  for  other  reaadna.  The 

total  savings  of  labor  under  unification  are  esti-  sociological  advantages:  but  they  did 
mated  at  15  per  cent  to  17  per  cent.  Thus,  assum- 
ing that  the  labor  altuatlon  on  ttie  Canadian  Na- 
tional system  Is  approximately  the  same  as  on 
the  Canadian  Pacific,  we  can  see  that,  in  the 
ftve  years  at  least,  which  will  be  required  to  ac- 
compllsh  ttnlHeatkm,  a  policy  of  not  hiring  addi- 
tional workers  would  reduce  the  staffs  of  the  two 
railway  systems  more  than  the  savings  of  unlfl- 

In  Great  Britain,  labor  is  fully  satisfied  with 
the  grouplng^stem  which  was  put  into  eflect  in 
1921.  At  that  time  all  the  systema  were  amalfa- 
mated  in  four  groups..  At  a  convention  of  railway 
workers,  held  recently,  a  resolution  was  passed 
advocating  more  intensive  unification  of  the  four 
grovplofa.  "as  an  aid  to  organized  railway  labor." 
Under  KroiipinR,  which  i.s  a  form  of  unification, 
Sir  William  Wood,  a  leading  authority  on  railway 
finance,  says:  "Railway  staffs  have  teneflted 
because  the  wage  rates  have  increased  consid- 
erably more  than  the  cost  of  living.  In  fact,  in 
purchasing  power  they  are  higher  than  ever 
before."  The  British  workers  on  railways'  are 
satisfied  with  unlflcatlon,-and  want  more  of  it. 
It  was  decreed  in  Great  Britain  for  business  pur- 
poses and  In  the  Intereata  of  economy.  The  need 
of  unification  is  far  greater  In  this  country, 
where  the  public  purse  is  drained  of  some  $50,- 
000,009  annually  to  meet  the  transportation 
deficlt.s  now  bcinR  experienced,  and  to  which 
there  is  no  end  in  sight,' unless  there  is  a  con- 
structive attempt  to  solve  the  problem,  which 
has  become  a  veritable  tneabiu  on  tlia  taxpayers.

le  really  significant  feature i  in  the  whole 
episode,  however^  was  the  opinion  expreised  by 
Mr.  Roosevelt  cbnccrnlng  'editorial  paRc.s  gen- 
erally.' It  U  tolerably  clear,  fro/n  the  President  s 
remarks  upon  the  subject,  that  he  does  not  place 
much  value  upon  editorial  pages  In  newspapers. 
He  stated  Uiat  tlic  late  publisher  of  The  New 
Yorlt  Times  told  him  tliat  a  survey  had  been 
made  among  the  readers  of  that  widely-quoted 
jf)urnal,  .md  that  tlic  survey  showed  that  8  per 
cent  of  the  readers  read  the  editorial  page,  and 
that  only  4  per  cent  yead  the  editorials  throvth.
